Dear Sir: 

Yes, Mr. Editor, what about this 
unemployment question? As you say 
it reveals a weakness in our econom- 
ic life, although, as you say, it is a 
long way from being hidden, on the 
contrary, it is very much in evidence. 

I propose, with your kind permis- 
sica, to look into the matter with the 
idea cf indicating some possible solu- 
tion. : 

The blame must be laid at the 
doors of Parliament, as the purpose 
of government is to afford all an 
equal opportunity to get-a living, and 
at present, we have a small number 
getting a very good living with very 
little effort, and a large number hav- 
‘ing to work long hours for a some- 
whet precarious living, and a consid- 
erable and growing proportion denied 
any cpportunity to gef any living at 
all, and over all hangs the shadow of 
a black, cloud of debt. 

One of the najor parties in Par- 
liament, (the ruling party) blatant- 
ly denies that unemployment, on any 
lange scale exists, and the other ma- 
jor party is doing nothing more tkian 
trying to make political capital out 
of the tragedy, and offers as it’s so- 
lution a higher tariff on the one hand 
and the starting of public works, such 
as road building, on the other. 

Increasing the tariff, does not in- 
crease purchasing power (money) in 
the hands of the consumer. It only 
changes the present distribution of 
that purchasing power, and while the 
putting in force of public works does 
increase for a while the purchasing 
power of the consumer, it increases 
the total of debt and interest charges 
to a greater degree. ; 

Your own article, Mr. Editor, very 
clearly indicates that high tariff 
countries, like the U.S.A., are suf- 
fering equally with the low tariff 
countries, such as Great Britain, so 
I don’t see any folly in blaming the 
only body that can take any action 
in the matter.

The destruction of property caused 
by war. and hy. the way, very little o 
it took place in Ganada, should teh 
did relieve the situation by furni 
ing work in, rep destroyed, 
perty. -As fr 
oer if by that you mean meney, 
that did. not. take place duping the 
war, as all nations, kind without 
exception, came out of the war with 
Bank deposits more than doubled in 
many cases, If you mean capital 
goods, i.e., factories, railways, roads 
and farms, ete., then again thé facts 
are against you. Great Briain’s pro- 
ducing capacity increased by over 
50 p.c. during those war years, and 
piobably Canada did the same or 
more, in spite of the fact that in 
Great Britain 7,000,000 men were out 
of work, ie, fighting. _ Please .ote 
not producing, but consuming. Aé 
far as.gold. is concerned, Canada is a 
gold producing country, and therefore 
would have gold to export. 


Now, I do not claim to be a states- 
man, but as I have ascribed blame, I 
suppose I must now suggest a rem- 
edy. ‘But first let us slightly -par- 
ticulanize the disease, as space for- 
bids much. 

Our Premier, Mr. McKenzie King, 
rightly draws attention to the high 
records made by industry, in bringing 
into existence new forms of wealth, 
in steel, minerals, newsprint,  etc., 
and quite likely wheat would have 
figured in the records, except for ad- 
verse weather conditions, 

In other words, the power of in- 
dustry to give us the things we feed, 
was never greater. The demand or 
desire for those things was never 
more insistent. We are desiring, nay 
demanding, better roads, better 
houses, better cars, better living 
conditions, all necessitating more 
employment. Now, Mr. _ Editor, 
what is it that is coming between 
that desire and its fulfilment---noth- 
ing less than a breakdown in the me- 
dium of exchange (the money sys- 
tem). 

Now, one of the first conceptions 
which is driven home, to a constant 
critic of the money system is the 
curious, and widely «pread idea, 
which seems to exist, to attribute our 
troubles to anything but the money 
system. From one quarter you will 
be told that it is the incorrigible laz- 
iness of what is called ‘‘labor’’, 
which is at fault. On the other 
hend, the rapacious employer is the 
c ificulty, or lack of edtication, or 
tc> much education, or obsolete tools, 
or too many tools, or the climate, or 
even sun spots, Generally we are 
given to understand that if only we 
fase to church probably our income 
would be increased. Perhaps before 
going any further, it would be well 
to define money. Money compre- 
hends every sort of document or tok- 
en generally used in payment of 
debts. This money is all practically 
paper money, and is nearly costless. 
All money in the hands, or banking 
accounts of the public originally came 
into existence in the form of loans 
from the Bank. It can come from 
nowhere else nor otherwise than as 
a loan. You don’t make money when 
you produce a car load f wheat or an 
automobile. The procedure is as fol- 
lows:---Money is printed (only a 
small amount) or written into exist- 
ence by the Banks. It enters into 
cireuation as a loan to somebody, 
then spent, and it becomes a deposit 
of the receiver.’ Now the amount of 
money in circulation at a given time 
depends solely on the action of the 
Bank, according to Sir Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, chairman of the world’s larg- 
est bank, the Midland, of London. To 
proceed, the price of an article de- 
pends on the amount of money avail- 
able to buy it with. Any farmer 
knows that if there is planty of mon- 
ey around, he can sell a horse for a 
fair price, but if money is scarce, as 
at present, he cannot sell the horse 
at any price. This costless thing 
money, being now scarce owmg to 
the policy of the banking system, we

The present money system is the 
great debt creating system, not the 
war, Mr. Editor, and has _ several 
very serious defects. 

One of the defects lies in the fcc 
that being the sole issuer of money, 
it requires a borrower to return more 
money back to the system than the 
sys'.cn originally loaned him. To il- 
bustrate:---When I borrow from the 
Bank one hundred dollars, I am re- 
quired to pay back one hundred and 
eight at the end of the year. That, 
of course, is impossible.

Another defect lies in the fact 
that the present money system’ re- 
quires a borrower to charge enough’ 
for an article to cover depreciation, 
which, of course, does not enter into 
anyone’s income, but does increase 
prices. 

This artiche is already too, long, 
and much. remains to be said, but 
what is needed is a scientific admin- 
istration of the money system, which 
must co-ordinate with the output 
of ‘goods and will neceszarily include 
the adjustment of prizcs to prevent 
inflation.
